Charles Fulage, exten- 
sion agricultural engineer at 
the University of Missouri, 


said swine mnnure can be 
used as a source of energy 
because it contains carbon, 
oxygen, nitrogen and 
hydrogen. 

The process involves 
putting manure in a 
digester, which is a contain- 
ment vessel that holds 
manure while gasses evolve 
from it, F u Inge said. 
Manure is held in the 
digester for lf> tu 20 days 
and the resulting gas will 
consist of about 6U , S- 
methane and 50% carbon 
dioxide, Fulage said. 

Upon completion of the 
process, the total volume of 
manure stays the same ns 


the volume originally put in 
the digester, even though 
50% of the solids hud been 
cuveried to gas, Filing' ■ 
said.

Assuming a HHKI-lieml 
finishing facility, if *)(>() lbs. 
of manure dry mutter per 
day are puL in the digester at 
95 degrees Farenlieight for 
15 te 20 days, a gas product 
rate of 200 cubic feet per 
hour can lie expected, 
Fulage said. 


Saving cold-stressed calves is subject of scientific study 


Hundreds of calves— and 
humans for that matter— 
die ench year alter exposure 
to cold win Lor temperatures 
and excessive moisture. 

But ranchers and farmers 
sometimes are aide to save 
their cold-sLressed calves, 
and two scientists in the 
Washington, Oregon and 
Idaho regional veterinary 
program are comparing the 
effectiveness of three dif- 
ferent methods of re- 
warming cold-strossed 
calves. 

Ranchers normally calve 
their cows- during the late 
winter months when there is 
likely to be inclement 
weather. It is sometimes 
hard for ranchers to provide 
adequate protection for 
their calves against exces-' 
sive cold and wet condi- 
tions, said Dr. David P. 
Olson, who is working on 
the project along with Dr. 
Peter South. 

_ Many of the calvos die 
either as a direct result of 
cold stress or from sub- 
sequent infectious diseases 
that may be triggered by 
cold stress. 

This environmental 
stress, coupled with a dam 
that sometimes fails to 
adequately clean her calf, 
can result in 8eriou8 pro- 
blems for the calf, said Dr. 
Olson. Consequently, the 
calf may not dry off properly 
and may not have the 
opportunity to suckle and 
absorb the vital colostrum 


from its mother. 

“As a result, these little 
calves Hu on the cold wet 
ground for long periods of 
time and may suffer from 
the effects of severe cold 
exposure,” said Olson. 

Ranchers sometimes tiy 
to reivarm their cold- 
exposed calves with heat 
lamps or in immersion in 
warm water, 

“We are making a 
detuiled study of the 
effectiveness of these two 
practical rewnrniing 
methods as well as a third 
method, which involves 
placing electric heating 
pads over the neck, should- 
ers and loin of the calves," 
said Olson. 

Holstein bull calves, 
three to seven days of age, 
are purchased from the 
University of Idaho Dairy 
Science Center foruse in the 
study. More than 30 differ- 
ent measurements and 
determinations are made 
simultaneously during the 
re warming period. These 
include the temperatures of 
blood and various body 
tissues, heart rate and 
rhythm, blood pressure and 
the contractile activity of the 
heavy, skeletal muscles of 
the calf, particularly, those 
involved in shivering. 

“It is a fairly comprehen- 
sive study which will give 
us mqre detailed know- 
ledge about the various 
physical and metabolic 
changes in these animals 


during tho rewarming 
period," said Olson. 

The veterinarians have 
studied 12 animals so far 
and hope to have n 
minimum of 25 animals to 
work with by the end of the 
calving season. 

The calves so far have 
taken from <18 minutes to 
about three hours to re- 


warm, Olson said. Calves 
are kept under observation 
for several days bofiire they 
arc resold.

In n letter tn the House 
Small Business Coinniillee, 
CME President Clayton 
Yeutler called Congressman 
Neal Smith’s charges of 
manipulation in live cattle 
trading “grossly mislead- 
ing" nnd the report he 
based the charges on 
“almost devoid of solid 
economic analysis,' ' reports 
CNS. 

The report was released 
Feb. 27 by Smith, an lown 
Democrat, and authored by 
John Helmulh, the commit- 
tee's economist. 

After a month-long study, 
the CME issued a detailed 
rebuttal of Smith's charges 
of a systematic downward 
bias in live cattle futures 
trading. 

Yeutter's letter and a 
counter-study by CME 
economists stated that 
Smith misinterpreted basic 
data and made conclusions 
that do not stand up, based 
on futures market economic 
logic. 

Yeutter pointed out that 
while the basic premise of 
the report was About 
problems concerning undue 
downward bias in live cattle 


trading, prices acUiully ru.se 
during the period studied 
from a low of $4 1 .00 per cwt. 
tn a high of SHH. Acrnnling 
tu the report Smith re- 
leaKtd, the downward bias 
comes from more short 
hedgers in the market than 
long hedgers. However, 
Yeutler said. "There is a 
buyer fur every seller in all 
futures contracts and risk- 
lulling speculators assume 
this position." 

Smith said this downward 
bias made proiilable hedg- 
ing possible for Corn-Bolt 
feeders only 28 days in a 
period of two and one-half 
years. CME economists, 
however, said their compar- 
isons of Corn-Belt feeders' 
costs to futures prices 
allowed profitable hedging 
in 29 of 34 months studied.

Price tags inflation as culprit 
in meat demand predictions 


Continued high inflation 
will leave meat demand in 
“bad shape" for much of 
the next ten years, livestock 
analayst Bob Price said 
recently in Wichita, Kan. 

Inflation, between 10 and 
15%, will result in lower 
disposable personal in- 
come, which is the most 
important variable affecting 
beef demand other than 
actual beef prices, Price 
said at the National Lamb 
Marketing Symposium. 
Price i9 the project' leader 
for the Western Livestock 
Marketing Information Pro- 
ject in Denver, Colo. 

Inflation hurts producers 
by increasing input costa, 
he said, in addition to 
reducing consumer buying 
power. 

Consumer demand for 
meat will be "somewhat 
subdued" in 1981 as real 
income declines further, 
Price said. Total red and 


white meat consumption in 
1981 will be even to up one 
percent from record 1980 
levels, he said, while lower 
pork production will be 
offset by larger poultry and 
flsh consumption. 

For the year, Price 
predicted beef production 
up four percent, pork down 
four percent, lamb even, 
poultry up four to five 
percent and fish up about 
10 %. 

He projected 1981 total 
per capita meat consump- 
tion of a retail weight basis 
at 79.2 lbs. of beef, 66.6 of 
pork, 64 of poultry, 14 to 16 
of fish, 1.6 of lamb and 
mutton and 1.4 of veal. 

For the first quarter of 
1981, 'Price predicted beef 
production will be up three 
to four percent, pork even to 
up slightly and lamb, veal 
and white meat production 
up two percent. Total 
supplies will be up one 


percent or more from 1980 
levels, he said. 

Price predicted Texas 
steer prices would average 
*64 to $68 per cwt. barrows 
and gills $42 to $44 and 
choice 100 to 120 lb. lumb 
$64 to $66 for the quarter. 
He said his projections on 
prices were probably "on 
the high side." 

The second quarter will 
be the only period when 
total meat production will 
be below year-ago levels. 
Price said. However, se- 
cond-quarter 1980 meat 
production was a record, so 
1981 levels, though down 
one percent, will be 
' relatively large, he said. 
Second-quarter supplies 
will be larger than first- 
quarter supplies, Price said. 

He predicted second- 
quarter beef productin up 
one percent, pork down six 
percent and other red and

Fewer hogs raised; analysts predict price hike l 


A surprisingly ‘bullish 
USDA Hogs and Pigs 
Report, released recently is 
expected to result in $50 per 
cwt. hogs this summer, 
according to livestock ana- 
lysts contacted by CNS. 

Most analysts expected 
the repprt to show less than 
a five percent reduction in 
tntal hnern HnwfiUfirj the 


compared with a year ago. 

That reduction, in addi- 
tion to an 11% decrease in 
hogs kept for breeding, has 
most analysts expecting 
; near-term hog prices to in- 
crease about one dollar per 
cwt. 

The 1 1 % decrease in 
breeding stock 1 ‘is the 
lowest December through 
February (quarterly); drop in ' 
the 17 years we r vb been 


keeping records, " said 
Greg Schimkat, an analyst , 
for Victoria Commodities. 
Because the breeding herd 
is not. .out there, the 
March-May pig crop cannot 
be increased, he said.

The future of futures 

Is the futures market 
really a problem for the 
cattle industry? I do not see 
uny evidence of it. In fuel, 
my commodities broker 
feels the wish market is the 
"real world." After nil, 
futures are only the 
markets’ participants ag- 
gregate assessment uf what 
the future cash market may 
be. 

The Board of Trade isn’t 
perfect, but neither arc 
Wall Slre?t financial institu- 
tions nni the banks. Any 
market may occasionally be 
the victim of some distortion 
nr possibly on rare occa- 
sions, of manipulation, but 
let’s not thruw the baby out 
with the bath water. The 
market provides a legitimate 
vehicle in assisting and 
aiding the orderly function 


of merchants in the pursuit 
of processing, transporting 
and distributing commodi- 
ties from producer In 
consumer. 

For those of us on the 
producing end of l-hc cattle 
business, the future market 
provides an opportunity for 
us to modify anil reduce 
our risk through hedging, 
should we be inclined to do 
so. We urn under no 
compunction to do so. For 
those wishing to ronmin 
aloof from futures iiiny 
certainly do so without 
jeopardy.

Gene Futrell, an Iowa 
State University Agricultur- 
al economist, said nearby 
hog prices were largely a 
result of slaughter levels. 
Slaughter has been lower 
the past several weeks, 
which will give support to 
higher prices, he said. 


In udditinn, the rcpurt 

indicates Lighter supplies of 
hogs will result in lighter 
.slaughter and higher prices, 
he said. Futrell expects 
third-quarter slaughter lo 
be down eight to nine 
percent and prices to ho in 
the low $50 range. 

Another positive effect of 
tho report will be an 
increase in retail buying, 
said Dick Hummel, un 
analyst for Farmers Grain 
and Livestock . Retailers 
now have an incentive to 
acquire inventories rather 
than risk a shortage of 
supplies later, Hummel 
said. That differs from 
recent retail plans of 
holding minimum inventor- 
ies because of plentiful 


supplies and will give 
support lo higher wholesale 
prices next week, ho snid. 

However, Kropf said 
retail imeresl will not 
improve because r« toilers 
can draw on pork supplies 
presently in cold storage. 

Several analysts also 
expect cash cattle prices to 
increase a couple of dollars 
because of the diminished 
supply of competitive pork.

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USDA warns Oklahoma ranchers 


Unrestricted cattle ship- 
ments nut of Oklahoma mid 
even within the state may 
come to a screeching halt in 
less than a year if state 
cattlemen don’t "clean up" 
their net, h top official of the 
USDA cautions. 

"Some Oklahoma pro- 
ducers now enjoy unrestric- 
ted shipping of their cattle 
but they may find that their 
state no longer qualifies for 
testing exemptions next 
January, ' ' said Paul Becton, 
director of the national 
brucellosis eradication pro- 
gram for the USDA'S 
Animal and Plant Health 
Inspection Service. 

Becton, in a telephone 
interview, said stringent 
new state classifications go 
into effect next January and 
thBt it now appears Okla- 
homa will not meet stand- 
ards for unrestricted ship- 
ments. 

The state annually ships 
in about 1.5 million head of 
cattle but exports about 
throe million to other states, 
state officials say. Cattle are 
the state's top agricultural 
enterprise. 

Heretofore, shipping 
rules have been based on 
county classifications of 
certified-free, modified-cer- 
tified or non-certified, Bee- 


tun said. Cattle from 
certified-free counties movo 
without restriction. Those 
from non-certiried or certi- 
fied-modified counties must 
now have a negative 
brucellosis test 30 days 
before movement. If moved 
interstate, a permit is 
required from importing 
states. 

But come next year, this 
classi fication system will 
change. The county system 
will be eliminated and a 
statewide classification ini- 
tiated. 

Becton said that means 
more heavily infected coun- 
ties can drag down a state’s 
classification and that cattle- 
men who enjoyed unre- 
stricted shipping may face 
newbarriers. 

He said it now appears 
that Oklahoma would be a 
Class Cor possibly a Class B 
state, with maps indicating 
the worst infection rates in 
the southeast quadrant of 
the state and tho "clean- 
est" areas in the western 
half. 

cattle from Class A stales 
will be allowed to move 
without pre-testing, ' ’ the 
brucellosis program director 
said. 

It now appears that only 
10 or 12 states will qualify as 
Class A by the first of next 


year, Becton said. "To he 
Class A, a stale must have 
po brucellosis - infected 
herds for 12 months." 

To reduce the importation 
of the easily-spread disease 
from out-of-state cattle 
imports, which enter largely 
through the southeast, 
Oklahoma imposed stiff 
barriers last fall. 

Those restrictions are 
similar to ones Oklahoma 
cattlemen themselves will 
face in the future in 
shipping their cattle— un- 
less, Becton said, their own 
herds are certified-free. 

"Producers who raise 
and sell breeding cattle, 
stocker cattle or dairy herd 
replacements can keep 
shipping their animals 
without any problems if 
they get their herd certified 
free of brucellosis, ' ' he 
said. 

Becton said the "corti- 
fied-free" classification can 
he met by testing a herd 
twice and getting "nega- 
tive" results in tho tests 10 
to 14 months apart. 

To maintain this status, 
the herd must be tested 
every year. All cattle over 
six months of age must be 
included in these tests, 
except steers and spayed 
heifers. 


Reagan proposes interest charges 


The Reagan Administra- 
tion recently said it will 
propose legislation to elimi- 
nate the waiver of first-year 
interest charges on farmer- 
held grain reserve loans, 
reports CNS. 

The proposal, which 
requires congressional 
approval, would reduce 
outlayB by 880 million in 


fiscal year 1981 and by $167 
million in fiscal 1982, 
according to administrative 
figures. 

The administration said it 
planned to reduce costs by 
charging interest on all 
loans at least equal to the 
U.S. .Treasury’s cost of 
borrowing. 

In its economic proposals. 


the White House said total 
net outlays for price support 
programs will decrease by 
$21 million in fiscal 1981 
and $300 million in fiscal 
1982.

U.S. red meat production up four percent, reports USDA 


Total If.S. red muul 
production in calendar 1980 
cairn* to 30.0 billion pounds, 
up four percent frnm the 
ye nr before, the USDA said 
in n recent livestock annuui 
summary. 

Of the total, beef output 
accounted for 21,6 billion 
pounds, up one percent; 
veal production dropped, 
eight percent to <*00 million 
pounds: pork output grew 
eight percent to 16.6 billion 
pounds and lamb and 


mutton production increas- 
ed nine percent to 318 
million pounds. 

I960 bird output was 1.22 
billion pounds, up five 
percent from 1979, USDA 
said. 

Reports CNS, commercial 
cattle slaughtered in 1980 
totaled 33.8 million head, 
up less than one percent 
from 1979. Calf slaughter, 
at 2.69 million head, was 
down eight percent, accord- 


pounds and lamb and ingtnthe report. 

Cottlemen call on supermarkets: 


Hog slaughter was a 
record 96.1 million head, up 
eight percent from the 
previous year and surpass- 
ing the previous record set 
in 1971. The commercial 
sheep and Iamb kill increas- 
ed by 11% to 6.68 million 
head. 

USDA said the average 
live weight of commercial 
cattle slaughtered in 1980 
was 1,072 pounds, up 12 
pounds from 1979. The 
average live weight of 


calves slaughtered last yenr 
was 245 pounds, up one 
pound. 

The average live weight 
of hogs slaughtered was 2-12 
pounds, unchanged from 
1979, and the average live 
weight of sheep and lambs 
slaughtered was 112 
pounds, down two pounds 
from 1979.

NCA campaigns for beef specials 

n.i.'lL. .f ...' . . ■ ■ ■ - . . . . 


Retail beef prices are now 
averaging considerably low- 
er than had keen expected 
at this time. And, with 
production seasonally 
Inrge, consumers should 
look for still more featuring 
of beef at special prices. 

' This was pointed out 
recently by thu National 
Cattlemen's Assn. fNCA) as 
it embarked on a nationwide 
campaign to show food 
retailers and the public that 
beef is one item in abundant 
supply and at favorable 
prices for consumers. 

“liflst fall and winter the 
U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture and other forecast- 
ers kept predicting short 
supplies of boef and sharply 
higher prices this spring,” 
NCA President J.W. (Bill) 
Swan said. “These fore- 
casts badly missed the 
mark, but they were 
repeated so often that many 
people came to believe 
there indeed was a limited 
Supply of beef.” 

“As a result of the. Fore- 
icnsts, retail beef featuring, 
at least until recently; has 
been limited and (he public 
has not realized that beef is 
or will be a good buy at this 
time,*’ said Swan. 

In 1080. beef prices 
averaged only five percent 
higher than in 1979, NCA 
noted. Again this year, any 
increase In the average 
price is likely to be less than 
the general inflation rale. 
Retail beef prices right now, 
NCA 'a latest survey shows, 
a*e down from a year 
earlier. And cattle and 


wholesale beef prices are 
substantially lower than last 
March. 

Swan noted that supplies 
of beef and other meats so 
for this year have been 
considerably larger than 
expected. With the big 
supply, cattle prices have 
been depressed; and, as has 
been the case for more than 
l!'i yenrs, cattlemen have 
been experiencing severe 
losses. 


“Frankly,” Swan said, 
“our future, and the future 
of adequate beef produc- 
tion, depend on more 
aggressive movement of 
beef now. We have to get 
through the current burden- 
some supply. That is why 
we have ashed USDA to call 
more public attention to the 
very ample supplies of meat 
in general and beef in 
particular.” 


“Furthermore, 76 cattle- 
men ore calling on the Lop 
officials of 60 national and 
regional supermarket com- 


panies, plus mimorous local 
firms-, in order to explain the 
beef situ niton. Supermar- 
kets in Mime cities already 
tire pn minting beef ftlrong- 
l.v. at special bargain prices. 
We are asking those who 
hove not/ yet done so to 
immediately do more fea- 
turing,’ ' Swan said. “Our 
advice to the public is to 
watch for good price 
specials on various beef 
cuts, particularly now in this 
period of abundant meat 
supplies.” 

“With large numbers of 


cattle placed in feed lots in 
the fall, we usually have a 
seasonal bulge in cattle 
marketings at this lime. 
This year, the supply 
increase has been even 
greater than expected. Pro- 
duction of other meats also 
has been largo,” he said.

Profits rise with dust bags; 
vet bill, weight loss decline 



Forcing cattle on pasture 
to walk between dust bags 
of insecticide on the way to 
and from water, or salt and 
mineral, will control costly 
flies this summer, says 
Larry Foster, extension beef 
cattle specialist at New 
Mexico State University. 

This easy, self-treatment 
method is effective against 
horn flies and face flies, the 
two major pests of cattle on 
pasture. 

Both pests reduce weight 
gains and studies have 
shown the incidence of 
pinkeye increases with an 
increase in the number of 
face flies on cattle. 

For cow-calf operators, 
Foster says that increased 
weaning weights potentially 
can return SX0 for every one 
dollar Invested in diist bags 
and insecticfde. 

He bases this on tests 
where horn flies were 
controlled with dust bags, 


and weaning woights in- 
creased an average of 13 
lbs, per calf. At 75 cents a 
pound for feeder calves, the 
extra sale weight would be 
worth $9.76 per calf, Foater 
says. He estimates the cost 
of fly control at 76 to 90 
cents per head. 

An even larger return is 
possible, considering the 
link between face flies and 
the incidence of pinkeye. In 
other experiments, calves 
that had pinkeye at least 
once averaged 36 to 40 lbs. 
lighter at weaning than 
calves not infected by the 
disease. 

Cattle used about one- 
tenth an ounce of insecticide 
dust per animal per day. 
The normal fly season 
.. extends from May through 
September, about 160 days. 

To set up for fly control in 
a 100-head herd, acattleman 
will need to buy two dust 
bag kits costing about $24 


apiece. Each kit comes with 
25 lbs. of insecticide dust. 

Two 25-lh. refills, which 
cost about $12.60 ench, 
should last the entire fly 
season, says Foster. Total 
cost per head comes to 74 
cents for the kits. 

To be effective, dust bags 
must be installed where 
cattle are forced to come in 
contact with them every 
day. Fencing off the water 
supply works best, says 
Foster. 

But if this isn't practical, 
he recommends setting up 
the dust bags so cattle have 
to go through them to get 
salt and mineral. 

"Watch the cattle ns they 
walk through the treatment 
area to make sure dust bags 
are hung at the proper 
height,” says Foster. “The 
bags must cover the entire 
opening so the cattle have to 
pick them up with their 
heads,”

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Whey good feed supplement 
for cattle wintered on range 



Pormonlod nmmnniattd 
condensed whey (FACW) 
sounds like anything other 
than somoLh ing good to eat. 
But two major industries in 
this country are betting that 
it will make an excellent 
liquid feed supplement for 
cattle. 

For years the cheese 
processing industry has 
paid good money to dispose 
of leftover whey. For just as 
many years, the cattle 
industry has looked for 
winter feed supplements 
that can provide adequate 
nutrition at reasonable 
costs. 

FACW, which is now 
being evaluated as a range 
cattle supplement by Okla- 
homa State University ani- 
mal scientist Keith Lusby, 
may just be the answer to 
both problems. 

"The only commercial 
FACW product now avail- 
able Is known as lacto-whey. 
Its primary use up to this 
point has been us a 
supplement for dairy cattle 
and it has done a good job, ' ' 
Lusby explains. "For that 
reason, wo decided to 
evaluate it on beef cattle 
wintered on native range- 
nbout the roughest test you 
can give a supplement. If it : 
works there, it ought to 


! work any where." 

Whey offers a combined 
number of the right factors. 
Lusby says it is produced in 
large quantities and can be 
made into a supplement 
such as lacto-whey, which is 
approximately equal to 
cottonseed meal as a protein 
source for range cattle. 

Lusby and graduate 
assistant John Wagner 
initiated an Oklahoma Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station 
study to monitor the 
performance of range cattle 
wintered on lacto-whey and 
to compare it with cotton- 
seed meal and condensed 
molasses solubles (CMS). 

Sixty-ono lactating first- 
calf heifers and 32 yearling 
heifers were put on a trial 
lasting from mid-Novem- 
ber, 1980 to mid-February, 
1981. All were grazed on 
common native range pas- 
tures. Six days each week 
the cows were gathered and 
individually fed different 
supplemen (treatments. 

A negative control group 
was set up to receive only a 
12% crude protein equiva- 
lent, while a positive control 
group received a 29% crude 
protein supplement of cot- 
tonseed meal. The liquid 
supplement groups were 
fed enough cottonseed men] 
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to hring them equal to the 
negative control. Thon corn 
sleep liquor (CSL) or whoy 
was fed to hring them equal 
to the positive control group 
in crude protein intake. 

"The* only difference in 
the four supplements used 
was the love! of protein 
being fed and the source of 
that protein. 

Lactating first-calf heifers 
on the negative control lost 
120 pounds during the test 
period, compared to 47 
pounds lost by their equals 
on the positive control diet. 
The CSL group lost 55 
pounds, while those on 
lacto-whey lost 49 pounds. 

Calves whose mothers 
were in the positive control 
or liquid supplement groups 
tended to gain more weight, 
although Lusby says the 
differences were small. 

"With the limited number 
of animals in this study, it 
would be premature to 
suggest that CSL or whey 
would be superior to 
cottonseed meal. What it 
does suggest is that it is at 
least equal— and that allows 
producers to begin compar- 
ing costs, ” Lusby says.

Congressman Tom Cole- 
man (R-Mo.) recently intro- 
duced o bill to protect 
farmers from impoundment 
of their commodities when a 
grain elevator files for bank- 
ruptcy. 

Coleman's farmer grain 
, storage protection act is 
designed to give farmers 


prunipi access lo their 
grain, which nuiy otherwise 
be 1 0 . si during batikruplcy 
proceedings. Cole mini said. 

Coleman's bill allows 
farmers who have the 
proper receipts and proof of 
ownership to gel Lheir 
commodities out of an 
elevator prior lo bankruptcy 
proceedings. 

A similar action was 
recently introduced by Rep. 
Donald Albosta in the form 
of a national grain elevator 
insurance bill. This plan 
would work similar to a 
check-off program of 0.26 
cents per bushel to form a 
$25-million insurance fund 
for farmers who deposit 
grain in commercial eleva- 
tors. 

The fund would be 
administered by the USDA, 
through the Agricultural 
Stablization and Conserva- 
tion Service, Albosta said. 
Each farmer would be 


insured for up lo $100,0(10. 

The In wit Hou.se of 
Representatives is consid- 
ering k-gislatinn intended lu 
increase protection for 
producers with warehouse 
receipts or who sell on 
price-laler contracts.

Prices to suffer if embargo holds 


Lifting the partial U.S. 
grain embargo against the 
USSR might prompt modest 
increases in grain prices, 
but retention of the embargo 
past Sept. 30 could substan- 
tially depress those prices, 
Agriculture Secretary John 
Block said, according to 
CNS. 

Block told the House 
Budget Committee the 
removal of the embargo 
could add 10 cents per 
bushel to the price of corn 
and slightly more to wheat 
prices. He said removing 
the embargo would necessi- 
tate no U.8. Government 
outlays and could actually 


save the government money 
by reducing demand for 
farm commodity loans. 


Leaving the embargo in 
place after Sept. 30, the last 
day of the current U.S.- 
USSR grain supply agree- 
ment, could cause a 
substantial drop in grain 
prices since the U.S. would 
be unable to sell any grain to 
the USSR after that date 
without a new agreement. 
Block said.

Livestock market 
given hopeful push 

THE FIGURES FROM the U.S, Department of 
Agriculture hogs and pigs report sent the livestock industry 
from the depths of depression to the heights of euphoria. 
Last weeks quarterly report indicated total hogs and pigs 
were down 9% from a year earlier, a figure so bullish that it 
left many participants in the industry shocked. 

The beginning of the week had livestock futures locked 
up, terminal cash hog prices closed as much as three dollars 
higher per cwt. followed by cash cattle prices closing one 
dollar higher per cwt. 

Most fresh pork prices closed four dollars to eight dollars 
per cwt. higher, while dressed beef prices were two dollars 
to three dollars per cwt. higher. 

But despite these higher prices and newly found 
optimism, the pressuring fundamentals of the marketplaco 
remain intact. Qonspmer demand has not increased 
substantially in the lust two days, nor have thousands of 
market-ready fed entile and hogs disappeared, decreasing 
supplies. 

However, this roily is expected to continue, with higher, 
if noL limit up futures trading in the livestock complex, as 
well ns further increases in cash hog9 and cattle prices, and 
wholesale beef and pork prices. 

The gains made this week in cash cattle prices inoy also 
be at least partially lost during next week, analysts said, 
because the beef complex fundamentals have not greatly 
Improved. Price pressure on dressed beef and cash cattle 
prices may occur next week, they said, unless good retail 
buying of beef is evident. Because fresh pork prices are 
sharply higher, retailers may buy more beef than in a 
normal week.

USDA. LMA officials also 
pointed out that this review 
should not lie confused with 
LMA's recently-announced 
campaign to thoroughly 
reform and modernize fed- 
eral livestock marketing 
legislation. 

The P&S regulatory re- 
view, now in its second 
year, has resulted in only 
four proposed revisions in 
the 131 sections of regula- 
tions and policy statements 
on the hooks whon the 
review wns first announced, 
LMA said. The proposod 
changes: 

• Would change the 
definition of who adminis- 
ters the P&S Act, and would 
change the term "Area 
Supervisor" of the Act to 
"Regional Supervisor." 

• Would ‘ enlarge the 
scope of the current policy 
statement on packer sales 
promotion programs. 

• Would make slight 
changes in the formula used 
to calculate the amount of 
the botid required under the 
act from fixed facility 
markets, dealers and pack- 
ers. 

This proposal, which 
LMA said would "generally 
result" in a bond increase, 
is deficient "in that it fails to 
address the two real issues 
of importance in bonding 1 , 
how the ai 2 e of a bond 
relates to the risk involved, 
and how bond proceeds can 
be disbursed to injured 
parties as expeditiously and 
efficiently as possible. 

The "real significance"
